He was speaker of the House of 
Representatives in the Ohio legisla­ 
ture during the term of 1856-57 and 
was provost m artial general for Oiiio 
during part of the Civil War.

HOOVER SEEKS 
LEGION SUPPORT 


Wants Veterans To Enlist In 
Peace Time Fight Against 
Depression. 


Detroit, Sept. 21 (AP)--President 
Hoover today called on the Amer­ 
ican Legion to enlist in a peace­ 
time fight for government economy 
designed to lead the world out of 
the slought of depression. 
Solemnly warning the annual con­ 
vention of the legionnaires against 
the “grave risk” of increasing fed­ 
eral expenditures either through 
further veterans 
loans or 
other 
legislation, the president likened 
the world economic 
crisis second 
only to the war and expressed con­ 
fidence that “by united action we 
will lea dthe world in recovery." 
The president pointed out that 
the treasury was faced with an- 
otlier large deficit, that income tax­ 
es have declined 50 per cent since 
the time of prosperity and that the 
nation was carrying a "high and 
necessary extra burden of extra 
work, for the aid of the unemploy­ 
ed and in the aid of agriculture 
and increased benefits to veterans.” 
He said he was directing the most 
drastic economy in every non-vltal 
branch of the government yet the 
essential services must be main­ 
tained, including provision for dis­ 
abled soldiers, agriculture and the 
unemployed. 
He warned that taxing only the 
rich would not wipe out the federal 
deficit.

Japan Receives Second Note 
Asking W ith d raw al O f

Nanking, Sept 21 (AP).—Having 
failed to receive an answer to its 
note of protest to Japan Saturday 
over the occupation by Japanese 
troops of Manchurian territory, the 
Chinese foreign office dispatched a 
second note late Sunday night. 
The protest, sent through the 
Japanese minister to China, de­ 
manded immediate evacuation by 
the Japanese troops of all territory 
now occupied and restoration of 
conditions as they were before the 
clash at Pcitaying last Friday. China 
will resti ve all her rights, the note 
concluded. 
The second note was dispatched to 
Japan following a statement of For­ 
eign Minister Wang that the Na­ 
tionalist government was “greatly 
exercised by the unwarranted action 
of the Japanese troops.’’ 
To Invoke Kellogg Pact 
The foreign minister said his gov­ 
ernment was prepared to “lay all 
facts before the world, so that it 
could be judged which party was 
the aggressor,” 
Appropriate steps 
will be taken, he said, to apprise the 
signatories of the Kellogg anti-war 
pact and the League of Nations. 
Earlier the central executive com­ 
mittee of the Kuomintang, or Peo­ 
ple’s party, the political body behind 
the Nationalist government, con­ 
vened for a discussion of the Man­ 
churian situation. No word was 
given out as to any decisions reach­ 
ed during the meeting.

er teletype stations are placed at 
advantageous spots in New Jersey. 
The recent tri-state hook-up brings 
eighty-four stations in various parts 
of New York state tnto the system 
that boasts of a total of 291 sta­ 
tions in this vast circular chain. 
As the result of the agreement be­ 
tween the police officials of the three 
states it is now possible to flash 
messages broadcast simultaneously 
and within a few minutes type ma­ 
chines will be recording the message 
in every state police barracks and 
important city within the borders of 
tile three commonwealths. Such a 
widespread intelligence system, po­ 
lice officials point out, will make it 
almost impossible for fugitive ban­ 
dits, gangsters and criminals to get 
beyond the Jurisdiction of the au­ 
thorities of the entire three states 
before a vast m an-hunt is on for 
them.

INTRODUCTION 
(Part One) 
The interest excited among the good people of Adams County in the 
year of the Nation’s Centennial, by the action of Congress and the Presi­ 
dent of the t oited States, was most timely fortunate in arousing the 
attention of those citizens who could rescue from a fast coming total 
oblivion many of the important facts and dates of the early settlement 
and times of this portion of the State. The history harvest had grown 
over-ripe, and already the golden grains had begun to fall to the ground 
and waste, before tffe Centennial reaper and gleaner came. 
Nearly a 
century and a half had been reeled off into Time’s fast flying shuttle. 
Generations had been born, grew to lusty, struggling life, and then 
joined the silent multitude. 
The busy, ceaseless loom of the universe 
had beaten and interlaced as one the web and woof of history, the 
record of living men, that strange eventful story that historians are 
always telling and that is never told. 
But for this action of the Centennial year, the best efforts now of 
the historians would have been hut shreds and patches of history of the 
“eventful times of the earliest settlers; an incoherent story, mostly, “with- 
ofit form, and void.” so swiftly does Time cover with impenetrable ob­ 
livion the flitting ages. 
Innumerable details of the fir^t half century had already been irre­ 
trievably lost; details that the annalist of a hundred years ago would 
have deemed tedious or trifling, and probably passed by In silence; but 
the very abundance of these details now would be the richest materials 
to the hand of the historian, of absorbing interest, and laden with In­ 
struction to the people of this generation. 
Among others the Hon. Ed­ 
ward McPherson, II. J. Stable. D. S. Buehier. JoHh A. Bens haw (of Pitts­ 
burgh), Hon. John K. Longwell, of Westminster, Maryland, the Rev. J. 
K. Demarest, the Rev. W. S. Van Cleve and J. S. G ilt have gathered and 
at times have had published in the “Gettysburg Compiler,” and in the 
“Star and Sentinel,” many valuable facts, from ancient family papers, 
documents and the oldest records in this county, and in York County, 
and the recollections of themselves and the many descendants of the 
early pioneers, now growing to be tremulous, venerable and white haired 
men. 
Their publications in the local papers created a wide-spread in­ 
terest among all classes of people, and ancient Bibles, old account books 
and yellowed manuscripts, that had lain in darkness and untouched for 
generations, were eagerly overhauled, and valuable facta brought to 
light; old grave yards were visited and the fast fading inscriptions upon 
the crumbling stones above the dead were closely scanned and many 
dates and facts here secured for the historian, that the rust of a 
decade more of years would have blotted out forever. There are many 
others than those named above to whose intelligent researches and 
recollections of the olden times these pages are deeply indebted, and to 
whom we here return generous thanks; many of these the reader will 
find in the credits given to them on the pages where facts furnished are 
given.

Ace of the Cards 


By Alan Gould 
(Associated Press Sports Editor) 
No. 2.—On the Monument 
Probably no single novelty stunt 
connected 
with 
baseball 
ever 
caught the popular fancy or a t­ 
tracted such widespread notice as 
Gabby 
Street’s catch 
of a 
ball 
tossed from the top of the W ash­ 
ington mounment. 555 feet high, 
August I, 1908. 
During the war, Sergeant Street 
of the 
chemical warfare 
service, 
A. E. F„ discovered it had made 
him world-famous. He was on a 
furlough in North Africa when he 
was 
introduced 
to 
a 
university 
professor, who at once 
recalled 
Street’s feat. 
“Why,” said 
Gabby, “that prof 
not only told me how well he re­ 
membered It but bowled me over 
with the figures on the ball travel­ 
ing at a rate of 200 feet per ssecond, 
when I caught it, and weighing 50 
foot-pounds or something like that. 
Personally I never figured it out." 
Street, in various 
stories, 
has 
been credited with suggesting the 
stunt but he says the idea originat­ 
ed with Preston Gibson, W ashing­ 
ton journalist and playwright, 
a 
wearer of the Croix de Guerre and 
reputed descendant of Patrick Hen­ 
ry. 
Gibson was an ardent baseball 
rooter and suggested Street try the 
feat after wagering with skeptical 
friends that it could be done by the 
star young backstop. 
Popular Feat 
Gabby was willing, the arrange­ 
ments weer made and Gibson, with 
13 baseballs, went to the top of 
the monument to do the tossing 
personally. As Gabby tells it: 
"Gibson at first tried rolling the 
balls out on a trough to give them 
a good start away from the monu­ 
ment, which as you knok, is much 
broader at the base than the top. 
"The first few, however, hit the 
side and bounced off. I didn’t get 
even close to 
one or two others. 
Then we changed sides, to get the 
benefit of the wind. I only tried 
four times altogether to make the 
catch. As luck would have %lt. I 
snapped the 13th and last ball." 
Others, including Street’s rival 
Billy Sullivan of the White Sox. 
duplicated the stunt but they got 
no more ballyhoo out of It than 
did the flyers who followed Colonel 
Lindbergh’s transatlantic trail. 
So far as Street was concerned, 
the ball he caught 
disapepared. 
This summer, 1931, he received a 
letter from a former neighbor 
in 
Newberry, 
Pennsylvania, 
a 
lady 
who had rummaged through her a t­ 
tic and come upon some souvenirs 
of the baseball days of Gabby.

monument. It was the original and 
Sergeant Street’s young son now 
has this prized relic. 
A Great Catcher 
W ithin two years after Joining 
the Washington “Nationals,’’ 
for 
whom he at once became the first 
string backstop, Gabby Street was 
recognized 
as one 
of the 
finest 
catchers in the game. 
Although not a powerful hitter 
he was known, as Connie Mack had 
been before him. as a tough man in 
a pinch. Defensively he was more 
conspicuous. He handled the pitch­ 
ers cleverly, outsmarted the basc- 
runners and kept up a steady line 
of encouraging chatter. 
His chief rival for backstopping 
honors in the American league was 
Billy Sullivan, then nearing the 
close of his career with the Chicago 
White Sox. 
George Gibson of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, Jimmy Archer and Johnny 
Kling of the Chicago Cubs were the 
best in the National league. Bill 
Carrigan of the Red Sox. Ira Thom­ 
as of the Athletics. Roger Bresna- 
ha no.' the Cardinals were others 
of prominence. 
“The hands of Catcher Street of 
the Washington club are not m ark­ 
ed by scars or by any twisted or 
broken fingers,” writes a contem­ 
porary scribe, “yet he has caught 
more than 400 games since he join­ 
ed 
the 
Washington 
American 
league club. 
16 Games, D Days 
“Street says he always holds his 
Among them was an old baseball, 
labelled and dated as the first one 
to be caught from the Washington 
fingers together when he catches 
the ball and that he never was in­ 
jured, even whe he made that rec­ 
ord of catching 16 straight games 
in nine days.” 


T hat was early In 1911. W hether 
jinxed 
by this 
ballyhoo or 
not, 
Street shortly afterward met with 
his first injury, a broken finger. 
The accident put him out of the 
game for several weeks and proved 
costly to the Washington club, at a 
time when it was also handicapped 
by infield weakness and the illness 
of the great W alter Johnson. 
For 
the 
three 
previous 
years 
Street had averaged 116 games be­ 
hind the bat, but he caught only 72 
in 1911 and batted .222. This was 
Gabby’s high mark with the stick 
for his first four major league sea­ 
sons, at that. 
His top figure for backstopping 
was in 1909 when he was behind 
the bat in 137 out of W ashington’s 
156 contests, setting an American 
league record for chances accepted, 
924, that still stands on the books. 
“Street would 
have 
raised his 
total,” wrote an observer, “but for 
quitting the Nationals, laying off or 
becoming 
lost or 
something 
or 
other in midseason. He was gone 
a week or so. Otherwise he would 
have given a closer race to George 
Oibson of the Pirates, who caught 
150 of Pittsburgh’s 154 games.” 
Gibson’s mark, a National league 
record, still stands. 
Ray Schalk 
set the American league record at 
151 in 1920. 
Cy 
Perkins 
of 
the 
Athletics 
caught 148 games in 1920 and 1922. 
and Muddy Ruel of the Washington 
Senators was in 149 games In 1924. 
Mickey Cochrane’s high mark with 
the Athletics was 
135 games 
in 
1929. 
Street was traded in 1912 to the 
New 
York 
Highlanders, who let 
him go to Providence 
later 
the 
same season.
